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Low Says He Is Much Gratified with the Result of 
the Election---Appreciates Help 
of the Newspapers, 
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EW YORK, November 5.—Seth 

Low, at 9 o’clock tonight, said at 

his home where he was receiving 
election returns: 

“I suppose it is safe to assume the re- 
sult of the election is now assured. It 
bears out what my friends have antici- 
pated, and I am very much gratified by 
the result. This is a pleasant outcome of 
a hard battle. I appreciate heartily the 
splendid support the newspapers have 
given this movement.

Maryland Is Democratic and Senator

Louisville, Ky., November 5.-—12 o'clock 
midnight—Returns indicate that demo- 
crats gains thirteen members of the house, 


_ both branches of legislature and one state 
| senator. 


In Louisville the entire demo- 
cratic ticket je elected by a heavy ma- 
jority. Additional returns are not likely 
change the aspect, except perhaps in- 
crease the democratic gain. The senate is 
already largely demochatic and the house 
will be democratic by considerable ma- 
jority. 

The democrats elected every candidate 
on their ticket for school trustees in 
Louisville. Trustees were elected by viva 
voce vote, so the result was known early. 
Based on the vote for trustees, majority 
for Grainger, democrat, for mayor, is 
put at 4,500 to 5,000. 

The Courier-Journal claims democrats 
will have increased majorities in both 
houses of next general assembly, which 
will elect a successor to United States 
Senator Deboe. 

At 1 a. m. the returns indicated that 
the senate will stand 26 democrats to 12 
republicans, the same as the old senate, 
and the house 77 democrats to 23 repub- 
licans, a democratic gain of 17. For the 
first time in years the returns do not 
show the election of a single populist to 
the assembly. In addition to electing a 
United States senator, the new assembly 
will redistrict the state as to senatorial, 
representative, appellate court and cir- 
cuit districts for ten years. 

Colonel David G. Colson, republican, 
former congressman from the eleventh 
congressional district, was elected to the 
general assembly of Kentucky by a large 


majority. 
MARYLAND. 

Baltimore, November 6.—At 1 o'clock 
this morning less than half the returns 
from the city are in. One hundred voting 
precincts give Hering, democrat, for 
comptrolljer, 11,000; Platt, republican, 12,- 
186. The first legiSlative district of Bal- 
timore city, with 69 precincts missing, 
gives the leading republican candidate 
3,822 votes, while the leading democratic 
candidate has 3,84 The others range 
from 3,604 to 3,799, and the delegation is 
about evenly divided between the two 
parties, as indicated by the returns now 
in. The second district is probably dem- 
ocratic, while the third is almost surely 
republican. 

The figures from the counties come in 
very clowly. _Montgamery is probably 
democratig, and it is claimed that the 


, democrats have elected their senatorial 


candidate in Allegany. 

A conservative estimate based on about 
half the voting precincts in the city and 
unofficial returns from the state made at 
3 a. m. (Wednesday) indicate that the 
democrats will control the legislature and 
will have probably 67 votes on joint hal- 
lot, which is six more than a majority. 
In order to attain thig result it will be 
necessary that they carry the second leg- 
islative district in Baltimore city, which 
seems probable Not more than half the 
returns from the city are in and these 
show an unusually close contest. It is 
not believed that the Majority for either 
party in Baltimore city will exceed 2,000. 
Anything like accurate figures are not ob- 
tainable, and even the best informed are 
totally at sea as to the result. Both 
democratic and republican headquarters 
are closed and the leaders have gone 
home Prior to their departufe the chair- 
men of both the democratic and the re- 
publican state central committee gave out 
informal! statements in which they guard.

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| HANNA FINISHES HIS 


‘ARGUMENT AND PARKER 


SPEAKS FOR SCHLEY 


Main Part of Hanna's Talk Was 
an Disobedience of Order 


by Schley, 


BASED ON. THE DISPATCH 
SENT TQ DEPARTMENT 


After Hanna Finished His Argument 
Cdptain Parker Spoke for Schley. 
He Will Get Through with 
It Today—His Defense 
of the Admiral. 


¢ 

Washington, November 5.—The time of 
the Schley court of inquiry was entire- 
ly devoted today to hearing argument 
in the case of Admiral Schley. Mr. Han- 
na finished his argument in behalf of 
the department which had been begun 
yesterday, and Captain James Parker 
began, but did not conclude his presenta- 
tion of the case for Admiral Schley. 

Mr. Hanna today considered the retro- 
grade movement, the bombardment of 
the Colon and the charge made against 
Admiral Schley of disobedience of orders. 
Captain Parker had only reached the coal- 
ing question when the court adjourned. 
He defended the conduct of his client at 
all stages of the campaign so far as he 
went. , 

It is expected that Captain Parker will 
eonclude his speech tomorrow, when Mr. 
Raynor will begin. 

Admiral Schley reached the court room 
at an early hour and his friends were 
gratified to find that the severe cold with 
which he suffered yesterday had greatly 
improved. 

Mr. Hanna continued his discussion of 
the retrograde movement, saying that but 
one exception had been given for it in 
Admiral Schley’s dispatch—namely, the 
inadequacy of the coal supply. 

“There is,”’ he said, ‘“‘no suggestion of 
any other reason in this dispatcn.”’ 

Mr. Hanna then took up specification 
five of the precept relating to the dis- 
obedience by Commodore Schley of the 
orders of the department contained in its 
dispatch dated May 25, 1898. 

Mr. Hanna took issue with Admiral 
Schley that this was a suggestion and 
not a mandatory order. 

‘So far from being suggestive, doubt- 
ful or uncertain are the terms of this 
order that they approach the verge of 
reproof,” said Mr. Hanna. “Their in- 
cisive distinctness is notable, so much 
so that I think few subordinate officers, 
having turned their backs on a task to 
which they had been assigned, would 
care to be arrested in such act by a tele- 
graphic order from a guperior couched 
in such terms.”’ 

Quotes Schley’s Dispatch. 

Mr. Hanna quoted Admiral Schley’s dis- 

patch of May 27, in which he expressed 


regret over not being able to obey or- 


| ders, saying that as it was written after 
the Cotton dispatch had been received 
it was an explicit confession that the 
Cotton telegram was an order. Comment- 
ing upon this dispatch he said that it 
was “‘the most remarkable one to be 
found in the annals of the American 
navy.’’ 

Quoting the expression fromm the same 
dispatch: “It is to be regretted that the 
départment’s orders cannot be obeeyd,” 
Mr. Hanna remarked. ‘‘Most undoubt- 
edly it was a critical time, and the ac- 
tion of Commodore Schley in abandoning 
his station before Santiago, thus, as he 
himself states, failing to obey the depart- 
ment’s orders, created grave anxieties in 
Our national councils.’’ 

Mr. Hanna discussed at length the coal 
Supply, maintaining that it was ample. 

Specification seven was next considered. 
This requires an inquiry as to whether 
every proper effort was made to capture 
the Colon as that vessel lay in the har- 
bor at Santiago. Mr. Hanna saw: 

- the fire of May 31 was intendefl 
to destroy the Colon, it was a total 
failure- If it was intended as a recon- 
noissance, it was an ‘eminent success’ and 
clearly démonstrated that if all the ships 
avallable had been taken into action the 
batteries could probably have been very 
speedily silenced, and the Colon, moored 
stem and stern broadside to the en- 
trance in a narrow channel, could have 
been destroyed without damage to any 
of the vessels of the American fleet, and 
further, that a second vessel of the Vis- 
caya class would perhaps also have met 
a like fate. 

Referring to the eighth specification, 
Mr. Hanna said it did not appear that 
the squadron was withdrawn from San- 
| tiago harbor to a distance at sea. 

Mr. Hanna said that beyond the Brook- 
lyn’s turn the battle of Santiago was not 
involved in the inquiry. Mr. Hanna said 
beyond peradventure the progress of the 
Texas was seriously interfered with. 
Thus, he argued, a battleship not only 
was imperiled, but delayed by the dan- 
ger of collision at this critical time. Th>2 
loop of the Brooklyn was, he concluded, 
the only movement of that day that had 
called for any explanation. 

Mr. Hanna also discussed the reported 
colloquy between Commodore Schley and 


Lieutenant Hodgson, which forms the 
tenth count in the precept in which 
Schley was reported to have said, during 
the turn, *“‘Damn the Texas.”’ ‘This re- 


mark, Mr. Hanna said, showed a lack of 
interest in another ship of the fleet. 
Mr. Hanna concluded his speech at 2:35, 
rer having spoken about four and a half 
ours. 


Parker Speaks for Schley. 

Captain Parker, junior counsel for Ad- 
miral Schley, then began his address in 
support of Admiral Schley. He spoke in 
clear and distinct tones. ‘I doubt,’’ said 
Captain Parker, “‘If the naval history of 
the world presents, or ever has presented, 
a case of the importance and character 
of that in which we have so long been en- 
gaged. I doubt if a tribunal more exalt- 
ed in the character of the persons who 
compose it has ever sat in judgment upon 
a brother officer. I doubt if an officer, 
with the lifelong character and standing 
and conduct that Admiral Schley has 
always displayed, was ever called upon 
before to ask an investigation of his con- 
duct as a victorious commander of a 
fleet.. There is no accuser here,” he shid\ 
‘‘Nobody is on trial, and yet the case has 
been conducted as though Commodore 
Schley were on trial. We get it,’’ he 
went on, “in the order of the argument 
now being made here. So that we are 
— to consider the inquiry as a 
trial.’’ 

Taking up the events of the campaign 
in their sequence, Captain Parker spoke 
of the interview between Admiral Samp- 
son and Commodore Schley at Key West, 
pointing out that Schley was not then 
informed that the Spanish fleet had left 
Curacoa, notwithstanding Sampson had 
been in possession of this information 
for three or four days. 

Speaking of the cruise to Cienfuegos, 
Captain Parker said it was inconsistent 
to criticise Admiral Schley for stopping 
to take Captain Chester on board, while 
at the same time criticising him for not 
calling Captain McCalla on board. 

“We can't,”” he said, ‘“‘blow hot and cold 
in the same breath.

Manila, November 5.—The U. §. trans- 
port Warren, owing to an accident in the 
inland sea, will be docked at Nagasaki, 
Japan, where the U. 8. transport Sheri- 
dan is being repaired. 


The U. 8. transport Warren, according 
to a dispatch from Washington, dated 
yesterday, left Nagasaki Sunday for San 
Francisco with 318 sick and insane men, 72 
naval officers and men, 118 casuals, 23 cab- 
in passengers and 28 prisoners on board. 
These passengers were transferred from 
the U. 8. transport Sheridan, which has 
been detained at Nagasaki since October 
28 by a broken tail shaft. As the Sheridan 
had on board the congressional party 
which has been visiting the Philippine 
islands, it is probable that the senators 
and congressmen who form the party em- 
barked on board the Warren, and are, 
therefore, once more detained in Japan. 

The party consists of Senator Bacon, of 
Georgia, Representatives Mercer of Ne- 
braska, Smith of Illinois, Burleson of 
Texas, De Armond of Missouri, Driscoll of 
New York, Gaines of Tennessee, Green of 
Pennsylvania, and Weeks of Michigan.

CEREMONIES AT MANILA 
The Day of the Funeral of President 
McKinley. 


Washington, November 5.—The navy de- 
partment has received from Rear Admi- 
ral Remey, commanding the Asiatic 
squadron, a report of the ceremonies con- 
ducted by the naval contingent at Cavite 
on the 19th of September, the day of 
the funeral of the late President McKin- 
ley. Admiral Remey arrived at Cavite on 
the Brooklyn September 18 and adopted, 
without modification, the arrangements 
made by Rear Admiral Rodgers, who had 
been in temporary command during his 
absence. At 6 o’clock on the morning 
of the 19th a squadron of vessels com- 
Brooklyn, Admiral Remey’s 
flagship; the New York, Rodgers’ flag- 
ship; the Yorktown, Manila and Wom- 
patuck, got under way and proceeded to 
anchorage Off Manila. A naval brigade 
consisting of three companies of enlisted 


men of the navy, a company of marines 
from Cavite barracks and the band of 
the flagship New York, under command 


of Lieutenant Commander J. M. Helm, ° 


was landed to participate in the funeral 
ceremonies by the troops in the vicinity 
of Manila, held In the Luneta at Ww 
o'clock’ noon. Admiral Remey, Admiral 
Rodgers, the commanding officers of the 
vessels and other officers present attended 
the memorial services held by the civil 
government in the Ayunamiente building 
in Manila at 9:30. During these proceed- 
ings on shore appropriate ceremonies were 
held on board the vessels off Manila and 
Cavite and at noon salutes of twenty-one 
guns were fired at Fort Santiago, Manila, 
and by a battery of field artillery unlim- 
bered on the Luneta. 

Admiral Remey says that the cere- 
monies were very impressive and were 
largely attended, notwithstanding the 
fact that they were held during the 
greatest heat of the tropical day.

The plan was to set fire to a house, close 
to the barracks, after dark, and when the 
soldiers came out to assist in extinguish- 
ing the flames, one hundred and fifty con- 
spirators, armed with bolos, were to rush 
on the guard, capture their arms and pro- 
ceed to massacre the garrison.

The Georgia state fair will be formally 
ppened by Governor Candler tomorrow 
In the presence of the members of the 
legislature, the officers of the State Ag- 
ricultural Society and the people of Sa- 


Vannah and the surrounding country. 


. 


Governor Candler and the members of 
the legislature will reach here by spe- 
cial train Wednesday at 8:30 a. m. Gov- 
érnor Candler will be met by President 
‘Owens and officers of the fair associa- 
tion and will be escorted to the DeSoto. 
The Georgia Huzzars and the Liberty 
independent troop will serve as honorary 
escort. No special attempt will be made 
to take care of the members of the lexg- 
isiature aside from the entertainment pro- 
vided at the fair grounds and at Tybee, 
as it is felt that the body is too nu- 
merous for special social attention. 

At 10:30 a. m. the governor and the state 
house officers who may accompany him 
will be taken in hand by a committee 
with carriages and will proceed to the 
military parade ground just beyond For- 
syth park, where at il o'clock the gov- 
ernor will pass the military of the city, 
together with the regulars from Fort 
Screven, in review. The exercises here 
will be brief. The governor will then 
proceed to the fair grounds, escorted 
by the troops, while the legislators will 
take a train to the same destination. 

As the governor enters the main en- 
trance a stop will be made and he will 
run the flag of the State - Agricultural 
Society to the masthead at the gate. The 
party will then proceed to the grand 
stand, where President Owens will raise 
the flag of the Savannah Fair Associa- 
tion on the flagstaff at that point. The 
governor will then declare the state fair 
for 1901 open to the public. There will 
be very little formality about this pro- 
ceeding. : 

After the fair has been opened the mil- 
itary will pass in review before the gov- 
ernor, after which a picked team from 
the Liberty Independent troop, of Lib- 
erty county, will give an exhibition tilt. 
The visitors will then have until 2:30 
“ <lock to get an idea of the attractions 
Mf the fair. At that hour the governor, 
legislature, other guests and the citizens’ 
cecmmittee will take a train from the fair 
grounds to the Tybee depot, where a spe- 
cial train will be boarded for the island. 


- 1 It ls expected to spend something over 


two hours on the island, and if the 
‘weather is as unpleasant temorrow as it 
has been today, it will be all the time 
‘visitors will want. 

A big oyster roast will 
the party at Tybee, and every effort 
will be made to keep out the cold.

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BULLET LODGED 
~ NBAR THE HRART 


Two Well-Known Young Men Engage 
in Deadly Duel. 


PISTOL AND KNIFE WERE USED 


Sons of Prominent Georgians Have 
a Quarrel Which Results in the 
Use of Cold Steel and Lead 
on a Public Street in 
Americus. 


Americus, Ga., November 5.—(Special.)— 
When the dead body of Charles Mize 
was found upon the sidewalk in the ten- 
derloin section of Americus at 1 o'clock 
this morning it led to investigation, and 
the disclosure of a tragedy enacted two 
hours previously, wherein young Mize 
and ,Guerry Adderton had engaged in an 
encounter resulting in the killing of the 
former. 

Both men were well known locally. 
Mize having been a son of former Tax 
Receiver Joseph W. Mize, while Adderton 
is the only son of the late John L. Ad- 
derton, formerly senator and representa- 
tive in the legislature from Sumter. 

The men quarreled in Birdie Walker's 
house, and at her request left. In a few 
minutes a pistol shot was heard. After 
midnight a party of young men passing 
that way found the body of Mize on the 
sidewalk and reported the discovery to 
the police 

Adderton was terribly cut about the 
head and neck, the cutting having been 
done by Mize, so Adderton alleges. The 
blade raked from ear to ear around Ad- 
derton’s neck. Adderton states that af- 
ter ‘leaving the Walker house he and 
Mize stopped on the sidewalk and talked 
in a friendly manner, Mize having his 
arm about Adferton’s shoulder. Suddenly 
Adderton felt the sting of a blade, and 
pushing Mize from him, fired one shot. 
His statement is verified by Dr. Benja- 
min Hudson, cit¥Y physician, who was on 
the opposite of the street, a witness to 
the tragedy. 

After being shot Mize walked down th 
street alone, and without waiting to in- 
vestigate further, Hud@n and Adderton 
came immediately to a drug store in or- 
der that Adderton’s wound might receive 
attention. 

The killing was investigated this morn- 
ing by a coroner’s jury. the Walker wom- 
an and other witnesses testifying. Phy- 
siclans who examined the wound in Mize’s 
shoulder expressed the opinion that the 
ball entered the right shoulder blade from 
behind, ranged slightly downward, pene- 
trating the lungs and probably lodging 
near the heart. 

Mize probably walked 60 feet before fall- 
ing dead. 

After hearing the evidence the coroner’s 
jury rendered a verdict charging the 
killing to Guerry Adderton, but declaring 
the slaying to be justifiable homicide. 

Late this afternooh Chief of Policp 
Wheeler took a warrant out for Adderton 
charging 4am With murder, and the case 
will be thoroughly investigated. The 
tragedy caused a great sensation here. 

Mize leaves’ a young wife. Adderton 
is unmarried, He is under arrest in his 
room, guarded by a special officer. 


THE DEATH OF C. F. FANNIN. 


His Burial Occurred Yesterday at 
His Old Home in LaGrange. 

LaGrange, Ga., November 5.—(Special.) 
The body of Coleman Ferrill Fannin was 
brought here today from Birmingham 
for interment. The burial took place at 
10 o’clock this morning in the family bury- 
ing ground. 

Mr. Fannin died in Birmingham after 
an illness of two weeks from brain fe- 
ver. He was the son of Colonel and Mrs. 
James H. Fannin and was 41 years of 
age at the time of his death. He at- 
tended the University of Georgia dur- 
ing the sessions of 1880, 1881 and 1882 and 
was a member of the Kappa Alpha fra- 
ternity. After leaving the university 
he took up actively the work of civil 
engineering and for the past several years 
his headquarters have been in Birming- 
ham, Ala., where he had important rail- 
road connections. 

This community receiv®@d the announce- 
ment of his death as a great shock. He 
was raised in this county and was known 
personally to almost everybody here. He 
was a man of strong friendships and 
his funeral was largely attended.

ed Confederate Veterans, to be present at 
the unveiling of the eonfederate monument 
recently erected in this city, on Wednesday, 
November 13, at 3 p. m. .The-Herald, in writ- 
ing up the aftair, stated that a parade of she 
old veterans would be one of the events of the 
dedication exercises. The old veterins, imag- 
ining this to be a part of the official pro- 
gramme, objected to the feature, stating that 
they did not relish the idea of being made a 
spectacle in a gala p&rade. The objection 
arose out of a mMisconstruction of our invita- 
tion. The memorial assuciation has never ar- 
ranged for nor decidei on a parade or even a 
line of march. 

The statement has been made that the 
Daughters of the Confederacy have declined 
to “‘sit on .he platform’’ during the exercises. 
This is a mistake. The chapter was cordially 
invited to be present at the unveiling and nas 
not yet replieo As to the memorial associa- 
tion objecting to having the crosses delivered 
on the occasion of the unveiling, the chapter 
has not even applied for such concurrence.

Negro Wanted in Georgia Is Now a 
Prisoner at McAlester. 

Rome, Ga., November 5.—(Special.)— 
Bailiff D. B. Bryan left tonight for South 
McAlester, Indian Territory, where he 
goes to secure Will Jones, a negro wanted 
here for assaulting a Mrs. King about 
two years ago. Officials there wired that 
Jones had been .afrested and was held on 
a charge of assault with intent to kill. 
Later they agreed to turn him over to 
the Georgia offieers.

TAX ASSESSORS FILE REPORT 


Give Railroad Property Returns Made 
to Comptroller. 


SHOW THE CITY ASSESSMENTS 


Paper Was Submitted to Council Yes- 
terday and Was Referred to the 
Tax Committee. 


In accordance with a resolution intro- 
duced by Councilman Kontz and adopted 
some time ago, the board of city tax 
assessors yesterday filed with council a 
report showing the amount of property 
owned by railroads in Atlanta and re- 
turned to the comptroller general, to- 
gether with the city assessment of this 
property. The paper was referred to the 
tax committee for consideration. 

The report shows that the property of 
the Southern road used for railroad pur- 
poses is returned to the comptroller at 
$131,005, while the assessment is $311,800; 
that of the Atlanta Belt Line Railway 
Company is returned at $1,000, while as- 
sessed at $2,000; that of the Central Rail- 
way and Banking Company is returned 
at $55,900, while assessed at $139,000, and 
that of the Seaboard Air Line Belt rail- 
way is returned at $166,000, while assessed 
at $204,000. 

The report also shows the property not 
used for railroad purposes and returned 
to the comptroller, together with the 
city assessment, as follows: 

Central Railway and Banking Company, 
four pieces of property assessed at $59,000, 
but not returned; Southern railway, 
twenty-four pieces of property assessed at 
$79,600 and returned at $28,200; Georgia 
Railroad and Banking Company, six 
pieces of property assessed at $89,500 and 
returned at $44,500; Atlanta and West 
Point Railway Company. two pieces of 
property assessed at $20,000 and returned 
at $20,000. 

The report concludes with a statement 
of the estimated value of the right of 
ways of the roads entering the city as 
follows:

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THE GLAD: HAND 
FOR WILLIAMS 


Negro Exodus Leader at 
Work in North Caro- 
lina Again. 


OLD LAW IS WIPED OUT 
AND NEW ONE NOT WANTED 


Tarheels Are Glad Because Peg Leg 
Has Come Back To Carry Hun- 
dreds of the Colored Race 
Out of the Old North 
State. 


Raleigh, N. C., November 5.—(Special.) 
“Peg Leg’’ Williams, the promoter of 
the first negro exodus from North Caro- 
lina and who in 1889 had some narrow 
escapes from lynching, is back here, but 
this time his mission makes him no ene- 
mies. In 1890, he said, he had taken 39,- 
000 negroes out of North Carolina in two 
years. Of course, the most of these were 
in families and hence a large propor- 
tion were children. Negro preachers and 
other “‘strikers’’ were paid for their in- 
fluence and efforts to promote the move- 
ment, one negro asserting that he_ made 
$500 out of the business. The people who 
employed negro labor, particularly on 
the farms, were up in arms against “Peg 
Leg” and the exodus. They poured pett- 
tions into the legislature. They sent 
deputations here to urge the legislature 
to enact laws which would prevent ne- 
groes from being taken out of the state. 
The legisiature, urged to make haste, en- 
acted a law that no emigration agent 
could do business unless he paid $1,000 
license tax in each county. Williams, 
who had narrowly missed death several 
times, was thus run out of business and 
lost no time in leaving the state. The 
high lMcense law remained in effect until 
1899, when the legislature repealed it, the 
public sentiment then having completely 
changed—a great many of the white peo- 
ple desiring the negroes to get out of 
the state. Williams says he now wants 
5,006 negroes for Tennessee, Kansas and 
other states. He declares the most of 
the great number he took away have 
prespered and that a number own homes. 
He expects to get country negroes main- 
ly, as town negroes are too smart to go. 


WELL LAID PLANS LOSE OUT. 


Quick Work of Firemen Prevents a 
Disastrous Conflagration. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 5.—(Special.)— 
Insurance Commissioner Young today 
went to Wilmington to be present at the 
trial of a man named Hausey, charged 
with setting fire to his store in order to 
get the insurance on his stock of goods. 
The commissioner says that never was a 
fire more remarkably planned than this 
one. In the first place, it was started by 
clockwork mechanism, and, secondly, the 
whole building was traversed by. trains 
of paper and straw, scores of yards in 
length, reaching everywhere, w&h open 
bottles of benzine at intervals. These 
elaborate preparations for destruction 
were neutralized by the quick work of 
the firemen. 


SURVEY HAS BEEN GOMPLETED. 


Trans-Appalachian Railway Cuts Off 
100 Miles in the Haul. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 5.—(Special.)— 
The survey for the Trans-Appalachian 
railway is completed, and so are the esti- 
mates for grading it. Starting at Lin- 
colnton, on the Seaboard Air Line, the 
road will pass .Morganton and get over 
the Blue Ridge at Coffee’s Gap, about 
4,800 feet above sea level, and then go on 
to Butler, Tenn. It will cut 100 miles from 
the land haul of coal from the Tennessee 
mines to the North Carolina and South 
Carolina coasts, and will reduce the price 
materially. 


THE SYNOD OF MISSISSIPPI. 


Two Leading Colleges of the State 
Will Be Selected. 

Jackson, Miss., November 5.—(Special.) 
The synod of Mississippi will met at 
Natchez on the 19th day of November 
and an important educational problem 
will come up for settlement. It is pro- 
posed to adopt two of the leading col- 
leges of the state as synodical institu- 
tions, the Chamberlain-Hunt academy at 
Port Gibson for young men and the Pon- 
totoc academy at Pontotoc for young la- 
dies. The boards of trustees of both these 
schools have offered to make deeds of 
gifts to their’ property if the synod will 
agree to support the institutions with 
liberal endowments. Both colleges have 
valuable property, the Chamberlain-Hunt 
buildings and grounds being worth not 
less than $150,000. It is believed that both 
offers will be accepted. 


TWO KILLED IN A _ SALOON. 


Bloody Affray at Lockhart, Texas, 
Monday Night. 

Lockhart, Tex., November 5.—Ear! 
Stringfellow and Frank Hall were killed 
late last night in an affray in a saloon 
and Zach Hall was wounded.

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The Traffic in Votes. 

It would be an interesting investiga- 
tion were it possible to ascertain the 
extent to which the purchased voter 
figured in the November elections, 
The official figures will not 
tell this, and the people of the country 
must accept the result as the will of 
the people. 

Nevertheless, the traffic in votes 
has assumed a magnitude never before 
known. The indirect influencing of 
voters by corporations and expecta- 
tion of favors to come is, in itself, suf- 
ficient to turn the result in some 
states, so that consultation with the 
heads of houses has come to be a very 
important part of political work. In 
the last presidential campaign the 
circular from the directory played a 
prominent part, and even fire and life 
insurance companies were . bold 
enough to address the policy-holders 
with an appeal to their fears concern- 
ing the money value of their interests. 
An appeal to selfishness is hard to re- 
sist, but an appeal to fear is even 
worse. he fact that the politics of a 
voter may be known by those of his 
employer is lamentable. 

Building up slowly under the shad- 
ow of this indirect influence, we have 
“the straight goods’-—the voter whe 
can be purchased over the counter and 
delivered by messenger, if need be. 
The Knoxville Journal recalls the time 
in Tennessee “when a man who would 
sell his vote, or who was suspected 
of selling his vote. would have had no 
more social standing in the communi- 
ty in wuich he existed than a convict: 
ed chicken thief. Alas! that time is 
only a memory. At every election, fn 
the more populous counties of the 
state. there are men who sell their 
votes, and who find buyers for them.” 
So numerous has this class become 
that— 

In close elections it not infrequently 
happens that the venal voters hold tha 
balance of power, the party that goes 
into the market and gets the most of 
that kind of voters wins. They are a 
class that are reckoned with, and candi- 
dates and campaign managers pay more 
attention to them than they do to honest 
voters. They know how that class of 
voters are to be had, it is like purchas- 
ing a given number of mules, nothing to 
do but to ascertain the price and fur- 
nish the money. Unless common report 
be at fault, the number of that class 
is increasing, and the matters to be con- 
sidered in the ordinary campaign re- 
solves itself intoyBo many voters to be 
had at such a price, and the raising of 
the cash required in the }payment of the 
price. 
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difficulty is as to the method. Uni- 
versal suffrage is the rule in the Unit- 
ed States, from which we have sought 
some measure of safety by registra- 
tion and residence laws, but even 
these are now inadequate. The short 
time between registration and voting 
enable the colonizer to get in his 
work, and the violation of law is so 
frequent that the application of the 
penalty would be a burden to the 
state. While it would be too broad to 
say that no man should vote who did 
not possess a small amount of proper- 
ty, or its equivalent, yet some rule is 
necessary by which none but those 
having an interest in the country 
should cast a ballot. In the south we 
have wot had tnis irresponsible class 
of white men, as they have in the 
north, but we have had the negro vofe. 
known at all times to be purchasable. 
A longer residence term would be one 
method by which to thin out the list. 
Even education will not do the work, 
thoféh it will have an influence. The 
educated floater of New England is as 
much a danger to the ballot box as the 
negro in the south. 

The problem is a serious one, with 
which each state will have to deal ac- 
cording to local conditions. 


Good Advice from Wall Street. 

A recent editorial in The .Wall 
Street Journal on “Making Invest- 
ments” contains some sound, whole- 
some advice for the inexperienced 
investor. It is a notable fact that 
many persons, after years of hard 
work and careful savings, will risk the 
whole amount of their capital, the 
price of so much labor and self-sacri- 
fice, in enterprises that have no foun- 
datiom for their existence save the 
credulity of the general public, and 
whose chief attraction lies in the ex: 
aggerated dividends they hold before 
the dazzled eyes of investors. 

If the promised returns are tempt: 
ing enough, many people will rush in, 
heedless of whether there Is any sé- 
curity for the flaunted “guarantee or 
not. It has been called the “fascina- 
tion of the 10 per cent.” Certain it is 
that if the inducements offered are 
made alluring enough, people will be 
found to risk their money, no matter 
how improbable the scheme. 

The Wall Street Journal says: : 

shrewd men in Wall street, whose 
aaate oni is of securities, what kind 
of investments they hold. They will 
enumerate a list of first-class railway 
bonds, gilt-edged investment stocks, mu- 
nicipal bonds, and securities, few of which 
are returning them over 442 per cent. If 
the experts in this business do this, what 
is to be thought of an outside investor 
who puts his money into industrial com- 
mon stocks, non-dividend railway stocks, 
mining stocRs and new ventures? It sim- 
ply means that the outsider who may 
call himself an investor is an extreme- 
ly ignorant and reckless speculator, al- 
most certain to lose. 

If people wish to speculate, they should 
trade inactive speculative stocks, but if 
they wish to make investments, they 
should let speculative stocks alone. 

We are attempting to draw the line 
between investment and speculation. 
Those who can afford to risk their 
money and wish prompt returns of 
large figures will, of course, seek the 
speculative stocks; but the conserva- 
tive investor who is content with sure 
returns but small dividends should 
pick out the solid stocks in which the 
minimum of fluctuation is observed. 
“A safe principal and a low rate of in- 
terest,” correctly states The Journal. 
“should be the unalterable maxim of 
the investor.”

suffrage plan of the new constitution. 
As Montgomery is a county where the 
negroes a8 a class are as well to do as 
in any other of the black belt counties, 
we must conclude that the alarm ex- 
pressed lest the new constitution will let 
In more negroes than whites is a false 
— and has been spread for political ef- 
ect. 


An Able Enumerator.

He is charged 
with having put 358 bogus names on the 
enumeration made by him ifn that county, 
and for that has been indicted.

Sub-Committee Has Framed a Bill Which Will 
Doubtless Go to the House at Early 
Date Next Week. 


T last it seems that the legislature 

will be called upon to consider a bill 

A jooking toward bullding a new depot. 

The news, as yet, is guarded and those 

who are in closest touch with the situation 

refuse to give out any definite informa- 

tion. At the same time, however, no de- 

nial is made that such a bill will be intro- 
duced. 


The sub-committee of the depot commit- 


tee. has had the matter under serious | 


consideration for several days past and, 
it is said, has at last arrived at an agree- 
ment which will result in a bill to be in- 
troduced in the house within the next 
few days—-probably Monday or Tuesday. 
Fach member of the sub-committee is 
exceedingly reticent about the matter and 
refuses absolutely to discuss its details. 
However, it is generally thought that one 
of the provisions will be to utilize one- 
half of the state's rental from the West- 
ern and Atlantic road for a term of years 
sufficient for the purpose. 

That some active step is to be taken in 
the depot matter will be gratifying news 
to a vast majority of Atlanta's population 
who are compelled to put up with the 
miserable state of affairs that now exists. 
Even the slightest hope held out at the 
present time is like a straw to a drowning 
man. 

For weeks past, during which time the 
increased crowds and the approaching 
cold weather have rendered the depot all 
but intolerable, the public has borne the 
situation in mute silence and each citizen 
has striven to stifle the feelirigs of in- 
dignation that he daily felt. It was only 
the calm that precedes the storm. Today 
Atlanta, from the youngest child to the 
eldest inhabitant, is thoroughly alive to 
the full horror of the situation which 
presents itself and nine-tenths of the peo- 
ple one meets turns readily to a discus- 
sion of the car shed as the most natural 
thing to talk about. It is a topic of con- 
versation fully as absorbing for the time 
being as some great calamity like the as- 
sassination of President McKinley or the 
Galveston flood. All other subjects, just 
at present, are of secondary interest. Just 
mention the word ‘depot’? and you will 
find an interested group at once. 

No Change in Condition. 

There was no change in general condi- 
tions vesterday. The weather was un- 
comfortably cold and the breezes that 
blew through the shed and into the wait- 
ing rooms seemed to sing a mournful 
dirge. Passengers waiting for trains sat 
and shivered and sighed for the time 
when their trains would arrive. In all the 
throng of men and women who crowded 
the shed at the noon hour and late in the 
afternoon, not one wore a pleasant ex- 
pression. A student of human nature re- 
marked this fact and said: 

“Talk about the effects of environment, 
you have a striking illustration of it here.

Depot Ordinanceg Proposed. 

While council was in session yesterday 
afternoon Councilman Grady introduced 
two ordinances having a decided bearing 
upon the depot situation. One of these 
measures seeks to prevent the spilling of 
water in the car sned, and the other is 
designed to regulate the discharge of pas- 
sengers within the structure. Both papers 
were referred to the ordinance committee 
for report. 

The proposed ordinances, which were 
recommended by the board of fiealth, are 
as follows: 


Be it ordained by 
counci] as follows: 

Section |. It shall be unlawful for any rail- 
road corporation, its agents or employeés, or 
any other person to spill or pour water from 
cars or engines upon the floor of the union 
depot. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any rail- 
road company to discharge passengers across, 
or over, any track upon which a car or engine 
has run within thirty minutes before or does 
run thirty minutes after such discharge of pas- 
sengers. 

Sec. 3. Any railroad corporation, 
or employees, or any other person, 
the provisions of preceting secio6n-, 
summoned before the recorder’s court and on 
conviction shall be fined not exceeding $100 
or imprisoned not exceeding thirty days, one 
or both penalties to be imposed in the discre- 
tion of the recorder.

WEALTHY PENSIONERS 
MAY NOW BE DROPPED 


Bill Passed To Cut Of Those 
wilh $1,000 of Property or 
$300 Income 


HOUSE WANTS OFFENSIVE 
RESOLUTION WITHDRAW 


Request to That Effect Is Made Upon 
the Senate — Bill Striking at 
Insurance Companies De- 
bated and Adverse Re- 
port Disagreed To. 


The house of representatives announced 
itself on the pension question yesterday 
in no unmistakable terms, passing by a 
vote of 89 to 23 the bill by Mr. Harvard, 
of Dooly, which provides that no person 
who owns more than $1,000 worth of prop- 
erty or has an annual income of more 
than $300, shall receive a pension from 
the state. 

This action was taken in spite of the 
adverse report from the committee on 
pensions, and is, perhaps, the most im- 
portant matter acted on so far at this 
session. While the bill does not in terms 
put pensions on an indigent basis, its 
effect is practically the same, since if 
it becomes a law it will cut off from the 


| pension rolls almost all of those who do 


not need the money. 

There was an attempt made to filibuster 
against the measure, but it was prompt- 
ly cut off by Speaker Pro Tem. Morris, 
who was in the chair when the measure 
went through. 

Another interesting feature of the house 
session was the passage of a resolution 
by Mr. Felder, of Bibb, calling on Senator 
Ellis to withdraw his resolution asking 
for a certified copy of that portion of the 
house journal relating to the passage of 
the Howard franchise tax bill. The mem- 
bers of the house generally apeared to 
view the resolution as a reflection upon 
the house, and their answer to it was 
“Withdraw your resolution; we give you 
permission to do so,”’ 

The house disagreed to the adverse re- 
port of the committee on the bill by Mr. 


Blue, of Marion, requiring fire insurance 
companies in all cases where the loss on 
a building is total, to pay the full amount 
of the policy. The bill will come up later 
for final action. 

Fight Over a Local Bill. 

Quite a warm fight was developed over 
a local bill by Messrs. Grice and Jordan, 
of Pulaski, providing, for the establish- 
ment’ of dispensaries. in, towns of 1,000 or 
more inhabitants in-Pulaski county. The 
bill affects only the towns of Hawkins- 


ville and Cochran. 
The bill was warmly opposed by Mr. 


Hammock, of Randolph, a farmer- 
preacher, and a well-known prohibition- 
ist. Mr. Hammock opposed the bill on 
account of certain alleged local opposi- 
tion to the measure. He claimed also 
that dispensaries would not remedy the 
blind tiger evil, and that the only way 
to deal with that evil was by the hand 
of the law. 

Messrs. Grice and Jordan explained the 
measure, showing that it was favored by 
their people, and several members of the 
house came to their assistance, assert- 
ing that where a people wanted a dis- 
pensary they should be allowed to have 
it. They said they stood by the principle 
of local option, and that each county 
should settle the question as it saw best. 

On the vote, the bill was passed by a 
vote of 99 to 6. The action on this meas- 
ure and discussion of other bills of this 
kind indicates that the present house is 
of a local option tendency, many of the 
prohibitionists even joining in supporting 
this policy because they consider it one 
of the steps toward prohibition. 

Anti-Insurance Bill Debated. 

The house next took up a bill by Mr. 
Blue, of Marion, to amend section 2110 of 
fhe code so as to make insurance com- 
panies pay the full face of a policy on 
a building totally lost. Mr. Blue ex- 
plained the measure and why he thought 
the passage of it was necessary. 

‘Do 1 understand that this bill requires 
an insurance company to pay the full 
face of a policy whether the property de- 
stroyed is worth it or not?’ asked Mr. 
Wight, of Dougherty. 

“Yes, sir; that’s just exactly what it 
means,” Mr. Blue said. 

‘Then it seems to me it puts a premium 
upon fraud,” said. Mr. Wight. “Is that 
not true?’ 

Mr. Blue disclatmed this, and declared 
that insurance companies now came in 
after a loss and refused to pay the full 
amount of the policy on the ground that 
the property was not worth it. He con- 
tended that the policy holders were ~~ 
this way frequently defrauded of what 
was due them. 

Mr. Slaton of Fulton made a strong and 
forceful speech against the bill. He 
showed how it would injure the bona-fide 
insurance companies by putting a prem- 
ium on fraud. People could insure for 
more than the value of their property and 
thus defraud the companies. It would 
put a premium on arson and incendiar- 
ism, persohs criminally inclined being 
given the opportunity to make money un- 
lawfully by reason of this law. The wiid- 
cat companies have been expelled from 
the state, Mr. Slaton said, and no act 
should be passed to hamper and destroy 
the business of the good insurance com- 
panies as that one would do. 

Mr. Blue introduced a substitute for 
the original bill, which was adversely re- 
ported by the committee. The substitute 
changed the measure very little tn effect, 
providing that the full face of the policy 
should be paid in all cases of total loss. 

Mr. George, of Morgan, advocated the 
measure on the ground that whenever a 
policy was issued the insurance company 


always inspected the property and did not | 


insure it for more than it was worth. And 
when a policy for $3,000 is issued on a 
house under these circumstances, and the 
premiim is paid on it, Mr. George con- 
tended the policy holder was of righf en- 
titled to the full amount where his loss 
was total. 

Mr. Shipp, of Colquitt, declared the 
measure the most vicious that had ever 
come before the house since his connec- 
tion with it. He opposed it on the ground 
that it would encourage fraud and crime. 

At the conclusion of the speech of mr. 
Shipp the adverse report of the commit- 
tee was disagreed to by a vote of 69 to 37 
and the bill will come up on the question 
of its passage later on.

Mr. Toomer, of Ware, offered a resolu- 
tion that the house furnish the transcript 
of the journal as réquested. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, offered a substitute 
that in the opinion of the. house the sen- 
ate resolution was an intentional refiec- 
tion upon the house, and that the senate 
be requested to withdraw the resolution, 
the house consenting to the withdrawal. 

Mr. Felder said he felt called upon to 
defend the house from any reflection thus 
cast upon it, though he regretted to op- 
pose any measure offered by his colleague 
from Macon. Mr. Ellis. He considered that 
the senate had no right to supervise the 
affairs of the house, and the house should 
not allow its journal to be questioned. Mr. 
Felder charged that the action of the 
senate was nothing but a scheme to 
strangle the franchise tax bill. The sen- 
ate, Mr. Felder asserted, should accept 
the official communications of the house 
as correct and’ beyond dispute and not 
depend upon idle rumors and newspaper 
reports as to what was done. 

Mr. Toomer, of Ware, thought the dig- 
nified course for the house to pursue 
would be the adoption of his resolution 
complying with the senate’s request. 
While the resolution might not be proper, 
he considered the senate should be 
furnished any information it might ask 
for. 

Mr. Howard, of DeKalb, author of the 
said this action of the senate was 
unprecedented in the history of Georgia. 
He said he would liae to ask by what au- 
thority the senate could demand of the 
house a transcript of its journal. Such 
action was unprecedented and improper. 
As the author of the bill, he said he was 
perfectly willing to furnish the senate a 
certified transcript of the record. “But I 
do not believe,” he said, ‘‘that the senate 
thinks this bill was illegally passed by 
the house, and I think the gentleman who 
introduced the resolution is now sorry 
he did it. I favor both of these resolu- 
tions. It makes no difference to me what 
is done, and I leave it to you gentlemen 
of the house.”’ 

Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, favored the pas- 
sage of Mr. Felder’s resolution. He con- 
sidered that the senate had no right to 
make such a demand upon the house. He 
opposed the senate resolution because it 
set a bad precedent. He thought Mr. El- 
lis should be given an opportunity to 
withdraw it. but if he did not do so, then 
the house could take such action as it 
might deem proper. 

The motion by Mr. Felder that the sena- 
tor from the twenty-second be requested 
to withdraw the resolution was then 
adopted by an overwhelming majority. 
There was only two or three naws and 
division was not called for. 

A Limit on Pensions. 

The pension question brought up an 
interesting argument, when the bill by 
Mr. Harvard, of Dooly. prescribing that 
no person owning more than $1,000 worth 
of property or having an income of more 
than $300 a year shall be entitled to draw 
a pension from the state. The bill was 
adversely reported by the committee on 
pensions. 

Mr. Harvard said that the measure was 
one which ought to be passed since many 
were now drawing pensions who did not 
need the money. The bill, he said, would 
put pensions practically on an indigent 
basis, though it would not requfre the old 
soldier to take the oath that he was a 
pauper. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, made a 
forcible speech in favor of the measure. 

“This pension evil must be abated,” 
Mr. Hardwick declared. “It is the out- 
growth of a sentiment which is too senti- 
mental. The people of this state will 
permit themselves to be taxed to the full 
limit to elive the old soldier what he 
needs in his declining years; but I hold 
that no man is entitled to a pension from 
the state government unless he needs it. 
There are men in this state who are 
worth $60,000 and more, and men who 
are drawing salaries of thousands of 
dollars every ye@r, who are still receiv- 
ing their pensions from the state. I tell 
you the time has come when this evil 
must stop.’’ 

Mr. Hammock, of Randolph, made a 
brief speech in favor of the bill urging 
that it was time to stop paying pensions 
to those who did not need them. 

The pra&vious question was then called, 
and the adverse report of the committee 
was disagreed to by a large majority. 

All amendments seeking to otherwise 
limit the bill were killed, among them 
being one to make the amount of proper- 
ty owned $2,000 instead of $1,000, and 
another to make the amount $1500 and 
the annual income $500. 

The call for the ayes and nays was 
sustained and Mr. Adams, the first man 
on the roll, asked permission to explain 
his vote. Some member called for the 
ayes and nays on this, but the motion 
waé ruled out of order by Speaker Pro. 
Tem. Morris. By a vote of 60 to 40 Mr. 
Adams was refused permission to make 
the explanation, and the same action was

F’. Ed Spooner was talking yesterday 
of the probability of Jack Prince open- 
ing a bicycle track here. As a matter 
of fact, he said, was one of the most re- 
mote of possibilities.

“My idea is to wait about the cycle 
racing here until after the six-day race 
at Madison Square garden is completed. 
After this event the big riders will have 
ample time to rest up from this test. of 
endurance, and about March 1 will be ia 
fine condition for the races here.

For a time it looked as if many minis- 
ters would come out openly for prohibi- 
tion. But at this meeting the resolution 
of the interdenominational committee, 
which was adopted some weeks ago, was 
passed over without any action. It is 
exceedingly improbable that it will be 
acted upon at any future meeting. 

The matter of the church taking part 
in politics of any sort whatever was gen- 


erally discussed at Monday’s meeting, 
but it was after the meeting that 
the ministers, as citizens, went into 


it more fully. Each of them, while ad- 
yocating prohibition or the dispensary 
system, was of the opinion that the in- 
dividual should be the sole judge of how 
he ought to vote. The liquor traffic as 
a factor in politics was deprecated, but 
the church was not deemed the proper 
body to take any active part in eradi- 
cating it. In- other words, a complete 
separation of church and state was the 
consensus of opinion expressed, 

Frem the views expressed by prominent 
Atlanta ministers yesterday, it is safe to 
gay that with the single exception of 
Dr. Broughton the abstract subject of 
prohibition will practically be eliminated 
from Atlanta puipits. 

What Ministers Say. 

Several ministers were seen yesterday 
and asked for an expression on the sub- 
ject. Dr. Broughton was out of town and 


could not be seen. 

Rev. John E. White, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, said: 

“T never contemplated the advocacy of 
prohibition from the pulpit, and I have 
no notion of so doing. As an individual, 
I am in favor of it, but as a preacher I 
shall take no part in politics. I do not 
think the church a proper place for the 
discussion of any subject of a political 
nature. My church, as a religious body, 
will not, I am sure, take the matter up. 
The vote of each individual member will 
be left entirely to his conscience. From 
expressions I have heard, I do not think 
the thurches of Atlanta will take active 
part in the prohibition fight.” 

Dr. W. W. Landrum said: “I do not 
intend to preach prohibition from _ the 
pulpit, and I do not expect it to enter into 
my church as an issue. I shall merely 
lay down certain broad principles of 
what I consider for the best interest of 
my congregation. How they vote is a 
matter left entirely with their individual 
consciences. I do not think it would be 
proper for me to advise or instruct any 
one. I merely have certain convictions. 
I am not infallible. I think the liquor 
traffic ought to be eliminated as a polit- 
ical factor, but, as I said, I will not 
preach prohibition.’’ 

Dr. C. P. Byrd took the same position. 
He went a step further and said that he 
could conceive of a case where he would 
vote for an anti-prohibitionist instead of 
a prohibitionist. 

“The First Methodist Episcopal 
church,” he said, ‘‘will také no part in 
the question. I do not think the puipit 
the proper place for its discussion. I am 
a prohibitionist by principle, but I can 
conceive of a case where I would vote 
for an anti-prohibitionist instead of a 
prohibitionist.*’

Chicago, November §.—Bullish foreign news 
of many scrts today revived the wheat pit 
after a lethargy of several months and aiso 
helpel other gtain markets. December wheat 
closed 1@t%ec higher, Decermber corn %c Up 
and December oats %c advanced. Provisions 
clesed 2%@5c to 5@7%c up. 

[Everything in the wheat situation today 
pointed to better prices and more active trade 
than for some time. The slightly improved 
cables from Liverpool, Paris and Antwerp, 
based supposedly upon the recent rise here, 
were the initial influences for the advances. 
There was continued independent strength in 
the corn situation, and this gave an added 
impetus to the wheat market. . Decemwer 
opened only a shade higher on these factcrs, 
but rose steadily throughout the session. Many 
shorts who have tried to bear the market were 
forced to buy in at a loss and tursed bulls 
when news arrived of shortages !n the Russian 
and Argentina crops and of the removal of 
import duty on wheat in Mexico. The sales to 
Mexico were reported, and just before the 
close of the session came reperts of a decline 
in British consols, the probable result of the 
war scare. December and May were both bull- 
ed by professionals and sold at a difference of 
just 3c. December closed strong I%c° ad- 
vanced at 72%c, Local receipts were 212 cars, 
3 of contract grade. Minneapolis and Duluth 
reported 919 cars, making a total for the three 
points of 1,131, against 1,109 last week, 
Primary shipments were heavy at 3,287,- 
000 bushels, compared with 1,150,000 last 

k. Seaboard clearances were only 1[32,- 
000 bushels. 

Corn was active during most of the ses- 
sion with a strong undertone. Commission 
houses were buyers and the selling was mainly 
by longs taking profits. December opened 
%@\%c higher and advanced fairly on strong 
cash markets. One or two prominent longs 
let go their lines, and this encouraged short 
selling agaia. On sales .o points which here- 
tofore have been sellers in this market there 
was a reaction and a scurrying among the 
chorts. On the rise there seemed to be as 
much corn wanted as there has been a week 
ago or so when prices were considerably lower, 
Crop reports continued unsatisfactory, and 
there is constant talk of feeding the néxt crop 
to stock. December advanced to 59%@59%c at 
one time and closed firm %c higher at 59%c. 
Receipts were 148 cars. 

Oats were nervous and active under the 

influence of corn. The cash situation improv- 
ed, receipts were small and commission houses 
were buyers.

Chicago, November §.—Liverpool cabs this 
morning showed an advance of \% to 4d for 
wheat and 4% to %d for corn over yesterday's 
final figures on reports of the recent slump 
in the barometer in the northwest, which 
showed several degrees below sero. Upon the 
opening of our market this morning these 
reports were fully confirmed by the weather 
bureau, and the market quickly. responded, 
remaining very firm during the efftire session, 
Minneapolis and Duluth reporting a large ex- 
port demand in the beginning of the afternoon 
session, which boosted prices over a cent above 
the opening figures, and when the gong sound- 
ed the closing figures showed top prices, with 
a lot of shorts scrambling around, but unable 
to obtain elther cereal without a sacrifice. 
Experts claim that the recent cold snap will 
greatly damage the spring wheat crop, and 
with the forecast for the mext twenty-four 
hours prophesying still colder weather, the 
outlook for the spring wheat crop looks Very 
slim at this moment; in fact, some fanatics 
express themselves as believing that the cold 
weather now existing in the northwest will do 
equally as much damage as the drovght did 
to last corn crop. Wheat and corn closed very 
firm, and a sensational opening is looked for 
in the morning with prices much higher if the 
weather does not moderate. 

The provision market, in sympathy with the 
cereal market, continued very strong during 
the entire session with very active trade, 
closing at top figures and reports of = prin- 
cipal packing houses doing a good business, 
supposed to be for foreign shipment.

Chicago, November §5.—Wheat—Toledo wired 
us: ‘Ohio state report will make wheat area 
of this fall somewhat less than last; condi- 
tion 78.

Council Denies Petition of the Wash- 
ington Street Citizens. 


OTHER MATTERS CONSIDERED 


Ordinance Is Introduced To Require 
Officers and Departments of 
City To Report All Out- 
standing Indebtedness 
at End of Year. 


The Washington street’ paving matter 
is to be taken into the courts. Council 
yesterday afternoon, after a lengthy 
hearing on the petition of citizens, who 
charged that they had been made the 
victims of the asphalt trust and asked 
to be relieved of certain assessments, 
unanimously voted to adverse the petition 
ind allow the collection of the fi. fas. to 


proceed. 

Judge T. P. Westmoreland, senior coun- 
gel representing the complainants, was 
seen immediately after the hearing and 
was asked what action, if any, his clients 
proposed to take. He said the matter 
would be taken into the courts, and that 
the hearing before council was the pre- 
liminary step in that direction. 

The hearing consumed several hours. 
W. H,. Venable, E. 8. McCandless and 
City Engineer Clayton were the witnesses 
examined. The hearing was conducted 
efter the manner of a court trial, City 
Attorney Mayson directing the proceed- 
ings at the request of members of coun- 
cil. Judge Westmoreland was assisted 
by Attorney T. A. Hammond, while At- 
torney L. Z. Rosser represented the other 
side of the case. 

Mr. Venable, who had been subpenaed, 
was the first witness. No effort was made 
to have him sworn, and he asked if 
he would be considered in contempt if 
he declined to answer questions while 
not under oath. He was then sworn by 
the city attorney as a matter of form, it 
being held that the city charter gave the 
council the right to compel witnesses to 
answer any and all questions. 

The complainants. introduced evidence 
seeking to prove that when bids were 
received for the Washington street pav- 
ing one of the bids submitted was not 
bona fide, and that the two companies 
filing bids were connected with the trust. 
Mr. Venable, in answer to questions, said 
that he knew enough to convince him 
that one of the bids submitted was not 
bona fide. 

After the witnesses and lawyers had 
been heard, Countiliman Grady moved 
that the petition of citizens be filed and 
the collection of fi. fas. be allowed to pro- 
ceed. He said he made the motion so 
that council would not be put in the at- 
titude of expressing an opinion which 
might prejudice the matter one way or 
the other. Later he’ withdrew this mo- 
tion in favor of one by Councilman Lon- 
gino to the effect that the petition be 
denied. 

Complete Raberte Desired. 

During the meeting Councilman Grady 
introduced an ordinance to-.require city 
officers and departments to file, with 
their annual reports, a complete state- 
ment of outstanding indebtedness and 
contracts not completed, so that council 
may. be put on notice of the exact finan- 
cial condition of such departments. 

In introducing the paper Mr. Grady 
said he did so at the request of the may- 
or, and asked that the proposed measure 
be referred to the chairman of the 
finance committee and the ordinance 
committee for consideration and report. 
The paper was so referred. 

The most important section of the Gra- 
dy ordinance is as follows: 

“Section 1. All officers and departments 
now required to file with this council 
an annual report of their receipts and 
disbursements, shall hereafter incorporate 
therein a full and complete statement of 
outstanding indebtedness, of all contracts 
not completed and satisfied and such 
other similar information as will ex- 
hibit to the general council the true finan- 
cial condition of such office or depart- 
ment at the end of the current year.’ 

Action Was Rescinded. 

Immediately after council met Councll- 
man Longino asked that a reconsidera- 
tion be taken in regard to his resolution 
seeking to have a law passed to compel 
street railway companies to exact only 3 
cents of all passengers not provided with 
seats on cars. He said members of coun- 
cil had been to him and suggested that 
the paper be sent to a committee. 

Council's former action in adopting the 
resolution was rescinded and upon mo- 
tion of Dr. Longino the paper was sent 
to the street railway and ordinance com- 
mitteés for consideration and report.

County Democratic Committee Met at 
Noon Yesterday. 


NO ENTRIES AFTER NOV. 9 


Two Polling Places Will Be Ar- 
ranged in the City and One in 
Each Out of Town Mili- 
tia Districts—Resolu- 
tions Adopted. 


The county democratic executive com- 
mittee, at a meeting held yesterday short- 
ly afternoon in the court room of Judge 
A. E. Calhoun, selected November 15 as 
the date for the white primary to choose 
a legislative member to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Hon. Porter King. Sat- 
urday, November 9, was specified as the 
limit for the announcement of candi- 


dacy. 

The date for the primary was fixed by 
the adoption of a resolution introduced 
by Captain W. H. Brotherton. Under the 
resolution the voters of the city are to 
cast their ballot at two polling places, 
one to be located on the north side and 
one on the south side. The usual custom 
will prevail in the county outside of At- 
lanta, and a polling place will be estab- 
lished in each militia district. The polis 
in the city will open at 7 o'clock in the 
morning and close at 7 o'clock at night 
and the country polls will open at & 
o’clock in the morning and close at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

A sub-committee of five appointed yes 
terday will have charge of the details of 
the election. The committee consists of 
the following: Harvey Johnson, chair- 
man; R. A. Broyles, J. W. Goldsmith, 
Clarence Moore and Hugh Dorsey. 

The following is the resolution of Cap- 
tain Brotherton, as adopted by the com- 
mittee: 

Resolved, That a white primary be held 
in the county of Fulton on Wednesday, No- 
‘vember 13, 190[, to nominate a candidate to 
fill the unexpired term in the legislature of 
the Hon. Porter King. 

Resolved, That there be two polling places 
in Atlanta, one on the north side and one 
on the south side of the city, one polling place 
in each militia district in the county of Ful- 
ton outside of the city of Atlanta. 

Resolved, That the polls be opened’ at 7 
o'clock in the morning and close at 7 o'clock 
at night In the citv, and open at 8 o’clock In 
the morning and close at § o'clock in the af- 
ternoon in the county, each polling place to be 
Nag over by three sworn manage®s and 

hree sworn clerks, sald managers and clerks 
to be appointed by a sub-committee of five, to 
be appointed from the chair, said ccgmmittée 
to have charge of all the details of said elec- 

on. 

Resolved, That all legally qualified white 
voters whose names appear on the list of 
registered voters up to and including Novem- 
ber 5, 1901, shall entitled to participate in 
sald primary. 

Resolved, That the executive comnittee shall 
meet at this place on Thursday, the [4th tn- 
stant, at 12 o'clock, to declare the result of 
the election. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Chairman Fulton Colville. After the 
committee had been called to order Har- 
vey Johnson introduced a resolution pro- 
viding that a primary be held on Novem- 
ber 15. Captain Brotherton afterwards 
presented his resolution, which fixed No- 
vember 3 ‘as the date and provided one 
polling place be established at the court 
house and that all of the voters in the 
county. vote there. He urged as a rea- 
son for only one voting place that polis 
established in the customary places over 
the county would entail considerable ex- 
pense and would force the candidates 
to spend a large sum of money. HEle said 
the unexpired term would be for only 
twenty days and he favored taxing the 
candidates just as little as possible. He 
said he thought the services of mana- 
gers and clerks for the one voting place 
could be secured without cost. 

Albert Howell. Jr., oppesed the reso- 
lution, stating that he was not in favor 
of disfranchising the country voters and 
that at this season of the year none of 
them would ceme to the city to vote. Mr. 
Johnson said that he would be willing to 
have only one or two polling places in 
the city, but cohtended that the voters 
in every militia district should be allow- 
ed to vote in the district. 

Captain Brotherton agreed to this prop- 
osition and the resolution was changed 
so as to conform to amendments. The 
resolution originally provided that g stb- 
committee of three have charge of the 
election, but under an amendment the 
number was changed to five. An amend- 
ment to the limit of entries was also 
adopted. 

Chairman Johnson called a meeting of 
the sub-committee for $ o’clock this 
morning in his office in the Empire build- 
ing.

GATHERED AT THE CAPITOL 


HARDWICK FOR CONGRESS. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal in the house yesterday, the res- 
ignation of T. W. Hardwick, of Washing: 
ton, as chairman and as a member of the 
congressional reapportionment committee 
was read and accepted by Speaker 
Little. 

While Mr. Hardwick has not yet made 
formal announcement of his candidacy 
for congress in the tenth against Con- 
gressman W. H. Fleming, there is no 
doubt that his resignation means he wil! 
be in the race. Mr. Hardwick's letter of 
resignation follows: 

Hion. John D. Little, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, City.—Mr. 
Speaker: For reasons entirely person- 
al to myself I will be unable to serve 
either as chairman or as a member of 
the standing committee of the house 
on congressional reapportionment, 
and beg that you will consider this 
letter in the nature of a resignation. 

Assuring you of my high apprecia- 
tion of the honor conferred upon me 
by the appointment, I am, Very re- 
spectfully, T. W. HARDWICK. 
Mr. Hardwick will make his formal an- 

nouncement from his home at Sanders- 
ville when he determines to become a 
candidate, and this is looked for within 
a short time. 

Speaker Little said he accepted the 
resignation with regret, and said he 
would appoint another member of the 
committee later in the day. With the 
resignation of Mr. Hardwick, Hon. B. 8. 
Miller, of Muscogee, vice chairman of the 
committee, will become its chairman. 


CLIFTON AT THE CAPITOL. 

Hon. Bill Clifton, of McIntosh,jis a 
familiar figure around the halls of the 
legislature these days, and is seen first 
in conference with one member and then 
with another. The question has frequent- 
ly been asked as to what the gentleman 
from McIntosh had on the string. While 
he is not talking much about his plans, 
it is currently reported that he is mak- 
ing a quiet campaign for the secretary- 
ship of the senate. Mr. Clifton seems to 
be getting in his work among certain 
members of the house, who are talking 
of coming to the senate next year. He 
was secretary of the senate several years 
ago, and is anxious to hold that posi- 
tion again, if there is any chance for 
him to do so. 


TO STRENGTHEN CONTRACTS. 


Mr. George, of Morgan, will introduce 
in the house tomorrow an important bill 
relating to contracts. He wants the law 
so made as to put everybody on notice 
of a contract and to prevent interference. 
The bill is entitled “An act to require 
the clerks of the several superior courts 
of this state to open and keep a contract 
docket, to prescribe the form of said 
docket, to provide that the entry of cer- 
tain contracts thereon shall be full notice 
to all persons, to fix the clerk’s fee for 
said entry, to make it unlawful for any 
person to employ or to contract with as 
tenant or cropper any person already 
under contract duly entered, and to pro- 
vide penalties therefor.”’ 

“If the bill passes,”’ said Mr. George, 
“the result will be this: The clerk of 
the superior court in each county in 
Georgia will open and keep a docket for 
the entry of all contracts whereby the 
relation of employer and employee, or of 
landlord and tenant, or of landowner

and cropper, is created. Such entry shall 
be full notice, and any -person who sub- 
sequently employs such employee, tenant 
or cropper or interferes to the injury of 
the employer, landlord or landowner, 
whose contract is duly published by en- 
try on said docket, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and so punished upon con- 
viction, and shall also be liable to the 
injured party on suit instituted for dam- 
ages not- less than double the compen- 
gation for the entire time, as it appears 
on the docket, or for double the annual 
rental value of the lands, said value to 
be fixed at 1,000 pounds of middling lint 
cotton to the plow, the number of plows 
run by the tenant or cropper also appear- 
ing og the docket. The bill also provides 
that in any criminal or civil sult arising 
under its provisions, it shall be a good 
defense to show that prior to the aileged 
disturbance of the contract, the employee, 
tenant or cropper had for good reason 
and just cause abandoned his recorded 
contract, it being the intention of the 
bill not to place employees, tenants or 
croppers in the power of unscrupulous 
parties, but merely to protect honest 
farmers from the reckless abandonment 
of contracts solemnly entered into by 
irresponsible employees, tenants and 
croppers, who all over this state do not 
hesitate to abandon contracts at will, 
and generally when heavily indebted to 
the other party. If I violate my contract 
with an employee, tenant or cropper he 
can sue me for damages and collect his 
judgment, but under the law as it now 
stands he can violate his contract with 
me, and no matter how much I suffer, or 
how much he is indebted to me for sup- 
plies, I am powerless. We cannot enact 
a law to force parties to abide by their 
contracts. We can at least place it vir- 
tually out of their power to violate them. 
This is what my bill provides, and it 
seems to me it should meet the approval 
of all honest men. 

“Another oill ancillary to the forego- 
ing makes it a misdemeanor for any per- 
son seeking employment or seeking to 
contract as tenant or cropper to state 
falsely that he is not already under a 
written contract or to state falsely his 
place of residence for twelve months im- 
mediately preceding. 

‘In my opinion another bill should be 
passed providing for the cancellation of 
recorded contracts when good and suffi- 
clent cause for such cancellation is shown 
and I may prepare and introduce such a 
measure.”’ 


Some surprise has been expressed that 
no prohibition legislation has yet been 
heard from in the legislature, or at least 
that some measure on that line has not 
come to the surface. The matter, how- 
ever, has by no means been forgotten. 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, has called up his 
dispensary measure and had it fixed for 
a special order in the house on Friday. 
This measure was introduced at the last 
session and provides that all counties 
in the state shall have the right to vote 
for or against dispensaries. The bill pro- 
vides.for the establishment and operation 
of dispensaries in all such counties as 
decide in favor of them, and for the reg- 
ulation of the sale of liquor in counties 
where dispensaries may be established. 
There are many local bills now before the 
legislature providing for dispensaries, and 
it is expected this measure will, if pass- 
ed, do away with the necessity of con- 
sidering these separate bills. Mr. Wright 
is going to press the passage of this bill 
and there are many in the house who 
seem to favor something on this line,

The feature of the session was the in- 
troduction of a bill by Senators Chappell, 
Newton and Ellis, providing that female 
students be admitted to the State univer- 
sity. The bill provides thgt females 
who have obtained a sufficient age and 
are otherwise qualified be admitted to the 
university to take the various courses 
and enjoy all of the privileges of the in- 
stitution now enjoyed by male students. 
The bill was read for the first time, and 
referred to the commitee on education. 

Senator Stewart, of the eleventh, intro- 
duced a bill to make it unlawful for 
any hunting at night with a light; to do 
so, unless the light was inclosed in a 
globe. Referred to committee on coun- 
ty affairs. 

Senator Johnson, of the fifth, introduced 
a bill to establish and maintain a sys- 
tem of public schools in the county of 
Ware. 

Under the head of senate bills on their 
passage the first was a bill by Senator 
Howell, of the thirty-fifth, authorizing 
railroad companies upon the death of any 
employee to pay to his widow or children 
any sum not exceeding $100 that might be 
due said employee without administration 
upon his estate, and exempting the same 
from garnishment. Senator Bell stated to 
the senate that the bill had received the 
unanimous approval of the general ju- 
diciary committee as it was an eminently 
humane, just and good law. The bill 
was passed without further debate by a 
vote of 25 to 0. 

A bill by Senator Berrong, of the for- 
tieth, amending section 109 of the penal 
code of 1895 relative to kidnaping was 
adopted without debate by a vote of 25 
to 0. 

A resolution was introduced by Senator 
Ellis, of the twenty-second, indorsing the 
proposed work in Georgia of the Brit- 
ish and Southern States Abat- 
toir Company, which contemplates 
establishing a plant in this 
state. Another resolution by Senator 
Ellis provided that the senate and house 
committee on congressional reapportion- 
ment meet as a joint committee. Both res- 
Olutions were adopted. ;
